At  Quaker  Hill  Farm,  besides  our  other  field  seeds,  we  grow  and  handle  thousands  of  bushels  of 
certified  seed  potatoes,  good  ones  too.  They  are  not  only  certified,  but  also — well,  let  me  tell  you  about 
them. 

Good  Breeding  to  Start  With 

Behind  each  lot  of  our  seed  potatoes  there  is  a  real  heritage  of  bred-in  yielding  ability,  coupled 
with  good  type  vine  and  tuber.  This  is  the  result  of  selection  and  seed  plot  propogation,  and  in  several 
cases,  of  tuber-unit  and  hill-unit  breeding  methods. 

Then  Favorable  Growing  Conditions 

Our  seed  has  the  up-and-go  vigor  found  only  in  seed  produced  in  cool  summer  climates.  Monroe 
County,  New  York,  bordering  Lake  Ontario  with  its  stored  up  winter  cold,  Prince  Edward  Island,  lying 
out  in  the  St.  Lawrence  Gulf,  and  the  northern  point  of  Michigan,  between  two  of  the  Great  Lakes,  all 
have  favorable  climates  for  producing  vigorous  seed  potatoes.  It  is  from  these  places  that  our  seed 
comes. 

Inspected  and  Certified 

The  fields  that  produced  our  seed  were  practically  disease  free  in  the  first  place,  but  were  rogued 
thoroly  throughout  the  season ;  even  doubtful  plants  were  removed.  Every  field  was  sufficiently  isolated 
to  prevent  possible  infection  from  fields  of  other  potatoes. 

These  fields  not  only  met  all  requirements  for  certification,  but  did  much  better  than  that.  Our 
Cobblers  from  Prince  Edward  Island  came  from  “straight  fields”, --that  is,  fields  in  which  the  inspectors 
found  no  diseases.  Our  Green  Mountains  from  the  same  place  are  from  “straight  fields”  or  fields  show¬ 
ing  no  more  than  1/3  of  1%  total  diseases.  Of  eight  fields  of  Russets  and  Rurals  grown  at  Quaker 
Hill  Farm,  three  lacked  less  than  1/10  of  1%  of  having  a  100%  disease  free  report,  three  lacked 
less  than  1/5  of  1%,  and  two  lacked  less  than  1/3  of  1%.  Had  they  shown  five  to  twenty  times  as 
many  diseased  plants,  they  still  would  have  been  eligible  for  certification.  Likewise  our  Michigan 
Russets  are  from  fields  with  much  lower  disease  counts  than  the  average  certified  fields.  All  this 
means  better  yields  for  the  man  who  plants  our  certified  seed. 

Proper  Storage  Conditions 

The  best  of  seed  potatoes  can  be  ruined  in  storage.  All  our  seed  potatoes  are  in  special  storages, 
with  temperature,  humidity,  and  ventilation  so  controlled  that  the  seed  will  be  dormant  until  the  shipp¬ 
ing  season.  It  will  reach  you  with  all  its  vitality  conserved  and  ready  to  produce  abundantly. 

Grade  Inspections 

Grading  and  sacking  will  be  done  conscientiously  with  modern  equipment.  All  shipments  under 
certification  tags  are  subject  to  Government  inspection  and  must  meet  the  requirements  of  U.  S.  No.  1 
grade  or  better. 

We  also  offer  small  sized  seed  and  an  Economy  Grade  as  described  on  page  2.  We  know  from  our 
own  tests  that  these  grades  pay  well. 

Guarantee 

We  guarantee  our  seed  potatoes  to  be  just  as  represented,  to  arrive  safely,  and  to  be  satisfactory 
to  buyer  on  arrival.  If  not  satisfactory,  we  will  replace  the  shipment  or  refund  the  payment. 

Prices 

It  is  our  policy  to  keep  seed  potato  prices  within  a  reasonable  range  of  table  stock  prices.  Prices 
quoted  herein  are  based  on  market  conditions  of  this  date.  There  seems  to  be  little  chance  of 
prices  going  lower  before  new  potatoes  supply  the  market,  but  there  certainly  seems  to  be  a  chance  for 
an  advance  in  the  market.  Old  potatoes  may  not  last  through,  or  the  southern  crops  may  be  damaged 
or  delayed.  Whichever  way  the  market  goes,  we  shall  try  to  keep  in  line  with  it.

Highly  recommended 
in  North  Eastern  States.  Branching  type, 
good  straw.  Grain  is  small,  slim,  dark  gray, 
very  unattractive,  but  tests  higher  percent¬ 
age  of  meats  than  any  other.  High  yield, 
plus  high  feed  value,  make  this  a  most 
profitable  oat.  Our  seed  is  certified.  There 
is  a  shortage  of  seed  oats  this  year. 

UPRIGHT  OATS 

Recommended  strongly  wherever  oats 
usually  lodge.  Does  not  yield  quite  so  well 
as  Cornellian,  but  is  practically  proof 
against  lodging,  and  so  is  most  profitable 
on  ground  too  rich  for  Cornellian.  Branch¬ 
ing  type,  tall  but  very  stiff  straw.  Large, 
plump,  white  grain.  Certified  seed.  Don’t 
risk  lodged  oats  again. 

ALPHA  BARLEY 

This  two-row  hybrid,  produced  by  an 
artificial  cross  is  the  best  barley  for  the 
North  Eastern  States.  Ranks  first  in  grain 
and  straw  yields  in  New  York  and  New 
Jersey  tests,  also  high  in  Pennsylvania 
tests.  Under  favorable  conditions  it  yields 
IV2  tons  of  grain  per  acre.  None  of  the  new 
beardless  or  smooth  bearded  strains  has 
equalled  Alpha  in  N.  Y.  tests.  In  driest 
seasons  straw  is  tall  enough  to  bind.  Cer¬ 
tified  seed.

Are  sown  alone,  or  with  oats  and  barley 
and  cut  for  green  feed  or  for  hay,  or 
matured  for  grain.

All  our  seed  potatoes  were  College  or 
Government  inspected  and  are  certified. 

Irish  Cobblers:  Best  early  potato.  Brings 
cash  returns  in  90  days.  Yields  200  to  400 
bushels  on  upland  and  400  to  600  bushels  on 
muck  in  favorable  seasons.  Our  Cobblers 
were  grown  on  Prince  Edward  Island,  Can., 
from  one  of  their  best  strains  and  are  from 
fields  reported  disease  free.  From  past  ex¬ 
perience,  we  expect  this  seed  will  pay  better 
than  any  other  Cobblers. 

Green  Mountains:  A  mid-season  variety 
when  planted  early.  Used  extensively  as 
late  crop  where  growing  seasons  are  short, 
moist  and  cool.  Not  recommended  where 
hot,  dry  periods  occur.  We  offer  exception¬ 
ally  good  Prince  Edward  Island  seed. 

Russets:  A  deep-rooted,  strong-vined  po¬ 
tato  that  stands  up  well  under  hot  dry  con¬ 
ditions.  Under  favorable  conditions  it 
makes  big  yields,  300  to  400  bushels  being 
common  and  the  record  being  696  bushels, 
made  in  Pennsylvania  in  1928.  We  offer 
Mich,  and  N.  Y.  grown  Russets.  The  Mich, 
stock  is  from  selected  fields  and  is  grown 
from  strains  of  recognized  merit.  Of  eight 
fields  of  N.  Y.  Russets,  not  one  showed 
more  than  a  trace  of  disease.  These  are 
from  carefully  developed,  high-yielding 
strains. 

Rurals:  Smooth  or  White  Rurals  have  the 
same  adaptation  as  Russets.  The  white 
skin  is  preferred  by  some  markets.  It  is 
more  susceptible  to  scab;  it  feathers  more; 
and  may  rot  more  than  Russets  when 
blight  occurs.  Our  Rurals  are  from  a  par¬ 
ticularly  well  bred  strain  of  Heavyweights. 
Inspection  reports  showed  less  than  1/3  of 
1%  leaf  roll  and  nothing  else.

Economy  grade  1 1/4"  to  1 11/16" 

The  1 11/16"  minimum  size  includes  seed 
down  to  two  ounces,  but  all  large  enough 
to  cut  once.  The  1 1/4"  to  1 11/16"  includ¬ 
es  seed  from  1  to  2  ounces,  just  right  for 
planting  whole,  without  waste  or  trouble. 

The  Economy  grade  is  the  same  as  U. 
S.  No.  1  except  that  potatoes  showing  slight 
wire  worm  or  grub  injuries,  or  potatoes 
slightly  cut  or  misshapen  or  sun  burned, 
are  not  culled  out.  They  have  just  as  much 
seed  value  as  perfect  tubers,  and  usually 
amount  to  less  than  10%  of  the  whole. 

DUST  MIXERS  and  DUST  MATERIALS 

At  Quaker  Hill  Farm  we  control  insects 
and  blight  on  potatoes  by  dusting.  We  are 
convinced  of  its  effectiveness  and  economy 
when  fresh  homemade  dust  is  used.  It  is 
better,  and  cheaper  than  most  factory  mix¬ 
ed  dusts.  An  investment  of  $4.50  in  a 
Quaker  Hill  Dust  Mixer  will  save  $6.00  to 
$8.00  each  season  on  each  acre  of  potatoes.

HUSKING  AND  SILAGE  CORN 
The  following  meet  the  needs  of  practi¬ 
cally  all  sectons  in  the  North  Eastern 

States. 

Sheffield:  Very  early,  high  yielding  flint.  ' 
90  to  100  days.  Ears  very  uniform,  medium 
size,  eight  row,  dark  yellow.  Good  fodder. 

Yates:  New  hybrid  flint,  90  to  100  days. 
Ears  light  yellow  to  dark  red,  large,  mostly 
12  row.  Very  small  kernels,  hens  like  it. 
Highest  yielding  flint  in  our  1928  test. 

Cornell  No.  11:  A  dual  purpose,  yellow 
dent,  bred  for  earliness  and  yield.  100  to 
120  days.  Averaged  nearly  70  bushels 
shelled  in  College  tests.  Probably  best  for 
husking  at  elevations  under  1000  ft.  For 
silage  usually  averages  most  feed  per  acre, 
about  13T  easy  to  handle  stalks  with  IY2 
T  grain  per  acre.  Worth  $20  to  $40  per  acre 
more  than  bigger  corn  with  little  grain. 

West  Branch  Sweepstakes:  Another  vig¬ 
orous  hybrid.  Big  ears,  all  shades  white  to 
red.  Large  leafy  stalks.  110  to  130  days. 
Excellent  husking  corn  at  low  elevation. 
N.  Y.  silage  tests  rank  it  first  among  big 
corns,  because  of  more  grain.  Especially 
desirable  where  seasons  are  long  or  big 
tonnage  is  required  from  limited  area. 

FIELD  BEANS 

Success  with  beans  depends  mostly  on 
disease  resistance  and  bred-in  yielding  abil¬ 
ity.  On  this  basis  the  strains  listed  below 
are  the  best  available  for  eastern  growers. 
All  beans  offered  are  certified  except  the 
Western  grown  red  kidneys  for  which  no 
inspection  service  was  available. 

Perry  Marrow:  Disease  resistant,  high 
yielding  hybrid.  Upright  growth,  least  spot¬ 
ting.  Best  market  type. 

Robust  Pea:  Wonderful  yielder.  Seldom 
shows  diseases.  Late  maturing.  Runner 
vines,  some  spotting  in  wet  harvest. 

Wells  Red  Kidney:  Blight  free  seed  grown 
in  West.  Should  outyield  California  Reds 
because  resistant  to  mosaic  and  anthrac- 
nose,  and  better  bred  for  yielding. 

Geneva  and  York  Red  Kidneys:  Two  new 
beans.  Geneva  expected  to  replace  Wells. 
York  earlier  and  safer,  but  little  lower  yield. 
Upright  growth,  fine  quality. 

Geneva  Selection  White  Kidney:  New 

strain,  and  a  dandy.
